““A7ES, it's a fact, and I’m 

I sosorry forit. Lion tam- 
ers and lion taming as a busi- 
ness have fallen out of yorue of 
late years, and now there's 
nothing left for us to do but 
tend the animals, puneh ’em 
with a pitchfork when they 
won't behave, and do all sorts 
of common work about the cir- 
cus, for mere luborer’s pay, 
though we visk our lives every 
hour. Time was when I was 
king of ’em all in the show, and 
was looked np to by every one, 
but nowadays I, like the clown, 
have been relegated toa back 
seat, and I guess Fl never 
regain the promineuce my craft 
has lost,” 

I had known the speaker— 
“ Billy” we always called him 
—tor a long time, and had 
often scen him performing his den of fero- 
sions lions and tigers in the good old times 
of which he spoke. He had been one of 
the hest and most daring the world ever 
knew in is line, but new, as he mournful- 
ly expresses it, le has been forcod to take a 
hack seat and give way to later novelties 
and new acts of skill or daring, which have 
been demanded by the pnblic in recent 
years, Billy was a farmer lad before the 
war, and was a native of the Buekeye State. 
Few of his companions in the company 
knew anything of his history, and although 
E knew him well, I never heard his story 
until the time of which I write. 

William H. Winner—that was the way he 
signed his name—has been known the world 
over as the most famons lion tamer who 
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ever lived. For more than a seore of years 
he had been in daily contact with ferocious 
tigers, leopards, lions, jaguars, pumas and 
hyenas. His flesh had been torn fron: him 
in shreds time and again. A blow from 2 
lion’s paw had taken a piece out of his skull 
as large as the palm of his hand. A snap 
from the seissor-like jaws of a spotted hyena 
had left but two fingers and a thumb on his 
right hand. A jouma’s eruel fanes had 
taken off all but the end of his nose, dis- 
figuring him for Hfe by leaving what he 
ealla ‘‘ouly a leetle nubhin” where his 
nose anght to he. The teeth of « panther 
had net through bis neck while the terrible 
claws of the beast had torn the flesh from 
his thighs and sides in strips. The pmblie

once demanded that lion tamers should put 
their heads in the mouth of the king of 
beasts. Billy had done that, too, and had 
been twice bitten throngh the face and 
head and had a large portion of his jaw 
bone bitten away. A wildest had leaped 
upon him from behind and fastened its 
fangs in his shonlder, while its mate 
erunched the bones in his leg, An ele- 
phant had stepped npon his body while 
passing over him in a cireus ring, and 
crushed in his ribs as if they had been mae 
of glass. His body bore the marks of more 
than forty terrible wounds, yet he lives to- 
day, to all intent and purposes a well man. 
Is there another such man living? Has such 
an experience as his fallen to the lot of any 
one except himself, since the world began ? 
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At the time of whieh £ write, Mr. Win- 
ner, a8 I shall call him for politeness’ sake, 
was connected with the Barnum & Bailey 
show, and was showing uniler canvas, not # 
hundred miles from the wetrepolis, He 
was seated on a camp stool in front ef one 
of the cages over which he had charge, and 
had just met with an adventure whieh 
would have guailed the heart of a less cour- 
ageous man. ‘The off lamps cast « weird, 
yellow light throughont the great menage- 
vie tent, and formed fantastic shadows be- 
neath the eages in which were sleeping the 
esreat cats which were Mr, Winner's special 
eare. The erowil of speetators lad hurried 
through the menagerie to the great cireus 
tent, and liad been clapping their hands 
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feats of skill and daring wit- 
nessed there. His day's work 
dene, Mr. Winner had seated 
luimself on the camp stool, us 
had heen bis enstom fer years. 
to think over his personal mat- 
ters and of lis old mother, wlio. 
in her little home ont in Ohio, 
wondered where her hoy was 
and what he was doing, On 
his knee reated a thamb-stauined 
aud  time-discolored photo- 
vraph. It was the likeness of 
his mother. How often he had 
looked nt if How he longed 
to see that dear old face of the 
best friend he ever had on 
curth. For the fearless lion 
taner had a heart as tender as 
au habe's upon the subject of his 
mother. 

Tt must have been one of his 
dark days, is he ealls them, for 
he had lot taken the preeau- 
tion fa place his stool, as was 
his custom, out against the stakea which 
formed a railing around the cages. He hac 
thong litlessly placed it within tour feet or 
less of the cen in which were sleeping four 
full grown Bengal tigers. All was quiet in 
that great tent, save now and fhen the dis- 
satisfied growl of a hungry lion in a distant 
cage or the whinneying of a black bear, as 
he swayed to and fro in his narrow quear- 
ters. My hero, resting his chin npon his 
hand, unfolded a much worn letter and 
spread it beside the pictnre of her whom he 
so loved. He vead the letter carefully end 
then replaced it in his pocket. Was there 
a ‘glistening tear in his bright eye, as he 
cast a hasty glance around the tent to see if 
he was observed? Was there a tremor 
pon his ip, as he muttered something to 
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himself while gazing for the last time at 
that face?

our he sat as motionless as a statuc, pry- 
ing no heed to aught that passed around 
him, but thinking ef the happy years that 
had gone by. Then his head slowly sunk 
towards his knee, his uniform eap, which 
had been held in one hand, drepped to the 
ground, and his heavy breathing told that 
the lion tamer slept. Bntin what a place! 

A great head was slowly uplifted from the 
straw and shavings with which the bottom 
of the tigers’ den was strewn. <A pair of 
glaring cyeballs was revealed, and the 
short, stumpy eara moved rapidly backward 
and forward and then were pressed close to 
the head. A long, wiry tail began to move 
slowly and nervously from side to side, in- 
creasing in force as the movement pro- 
gressed, A spasmodic twitching and snap- 
ping of the mouster’s jaws, inaudible of 
conrse, revealing a sct of fanues capable of 
erushing the life ont of a human being in an 
instant, The long, supple body of the preat 
brute was pressed close tu the floor of the 
Gen as if its owuer were conscious of the 
treachery he intended and wished to eon- 
ceal hhaself. The tawny hair npun his 
back bristled, and the wriggling motion of 
the body showed only too plainly that a 
tragedy was brewing. While oll this was 
taking place, the merry-makers in the cir- 
cus tent were reeelving the plaudits of the 
admiring thousands who were assembled 
there. The musie was wafted through thie 
entrance of the munagerie tent in delight- 
ini strains, aud the cheers of the people 
were abnost continuous. Still the lion 
tamer slept. Did he dream of hore and of 
that mather whose face he had just seen? 
His thoughts were pleasant, for there was a 
happy smile npon his face as he slept. 

The eronching form in the cage had now 
ieeteragrosne lee tethe floar, Only 
the hery eyes und the gleaming teeth of the 
monster were visible. Suddenly there was 
a slight rustling of the straw and a mon- 
strous paw, soft as velvet, protruded from 
between the iron bars ef the prisou. A 
tawny Jionb, upon which the powerful mus- 
cles stood ont in knots, slowly followed. 
Hs progress was painfully slow. Now and 
then there was a flash of those terrible 
white claws as they were unshesthed 
through the nervons action of the tiger. 
The great paw slowly bnt surely decreased 
the distance between it and the head of the 
sleeping man. Would no help come? Was 
he «a doomed man? 

“Drop, Billy! Quick, for God’s sake!” 
screamed a felit- keonee who, Just in the 
uick of time, had turned his head in the 
direction of the lion tamer. Force of hal vit, 
perhaps, or intnition of danger caused 
Instant obedience. The sleeping mun 
dropped off his stool as if he were shot. 
Quick though the act had been, the great 
eat had been quicker, There was a light- 
ning-like stroke of that giant paw, a sayage 
growl and a spurt of red blood, as the lon 
tamer rolled to the ground. But his life 
had been saved, even thongh it were by a 
hair’s breadth. 

Ht was shortly after this oceurrenee that 
the remark introducing Mr. Winner, was 
made. He had escaped with only a seratch, 
and passed it off as an every-day ocenrence. 
T had asked him how it happened. He told 
me, His fitof ‘the blues” still having full 
possession of his mind, he uttered the words 
as TE have civen them. 

“T wonder how Pl end up?” he eontin- 
ved as he resumed his seat after attending 
to the tiger with acinb. ‘‘Seems to be my 
luck to get knoeked ont about once a year 
of late, but T guess I wasnt born to be 
killed by wild animals, after all. Looks 


snspleions don’t it?” and as he spoke he | 
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made a circular motion round his neck with 
his hand and ended with an upward jerk and 
asharp click, in imitation of a broken bone. 

“Tell you some of my adventnres with 
the varmints? Well, how shall I begin? 
Take my war map, as I call vll these scars, 
for a sort of programme and tell you about 
‘em all? Why, if would fill up yonr magn- 
zine anil people wouldn't bother to read it, 
What do the people care for the story of au 
ald lion tamer?” 

“That terrible hole in your head, where 
the skull was brokeb in,” I sugested. 

“Well, that was rather a nasty serape, 
Tiladmit. That was done right in the eity 
of New York in Barnta’s Museum, when it 
was in what was known as the Chinese 
Assembly Building on Broadway. T tirst 
went there in the winter of 1866, nnd was 
given charge of a cage containing an Asiatic 
hon, an Afriean bon, a Brazilian leopard, 
andan Africyn tiger. The lion and tiger 
from Africa didn’t seem to agree very well, 
althongh the den was called ‘The Happy 
Fanuly.” Fierce fights were of almost 
daily oceurrence. Well, one afternoon 
they commenced to fight and we drove 
them apart with pitehforks, They went at 
itagain, und again we separated them. In 
the evening there was a big erowd of people 
in the museum and they thought they 
would show off and fight a little for the 
amusement of the spectators. At it they 
wet, und it was the most desperate fizht I 
ever saw or over want to. Their growls and 
roars frightened the women and children 
and almost meade a panie. Twas asked by 
the superintendent to go into the eave and 
elub them apart. I have a very distinct 
recollection that I did so. I opened the 
door and jumped in with the combatants 
and was at them with a club before they 
knew what wasup. Now, maybe you don 4 
know it, but it’s a faet,—that if you lit any 
cat anitial on the bridec of the nose thes 
ean't do anything @ you, until they have 
sneezed. dowt know why, but it is a 
physical fuct. Well, hit a lion on the nose 
and he’lt shake his head and sneeze, While 
he’s doing that hit him again on the nose 


and yowl Enoek him senseless for a miin-| 


ute. There was some pretty lively sneez- 
ing in there after I rot warmed up to the 
job, I tell you. I separated the animals, 
closed the swing door in the middle of the 
cage to Ecep them apart, und retreated to 
the apartment in the cage oecupied by the 
other lion and the leopard. They were al- 
ways docile enough, but they were rnftled 
about the fight [ guess, for just as T was 
backing through the door T saw more stars 
than there arc in all the books on astronomy 
put together, JT didn’t know for tavo 
months after that what the meteoric shower 
was, but I have been told that I was 
knocked about twenty feet outside the 
guard ropes, by that Asiatic lion. They 
carried me over toa drug store at Prince 
street and Broadway, where a doctor took 
ont several pieces of bone and sent me to 
Beltleyne Hospital to be laid ont, as he said 
I woukl be dead in aconple of hours. Six 
months later [was back seuin working with 
the animals, In 1874, while in St. Louis, I 
had an operation performed by Drs. Drake 
and MeDowell, who trepanned the wound 
and removed another pieee of bone, Tt 
hasn't ever troubled me sinec.”

a wound I had never seen upon a living | 


inaun before, A deep indentation, covered 
only by the sealp through whieh the jul- 
sitions of the brain could be plainky felt? 
The Tion tamer remmined for several seu- 
aous in the employ of the mnsemn, travel- 
iux dusting the summer season with the 
Yan Ainburg Civeus throughout the West, 
In the winter of 1867 the great fire in Barn- 
nii’s Museum ocenrred. Mr, Winner's ad- 


venture with the Brazilian leopard, that 
night, a partial account of which appeared 
in the New York newspapers at the time is 
iuteresting. 

“‘T did something that night that never 
was done before and never will be done 
again. EF earried a leopard weighing nearly 
three hundred pounds ont of that Tie 
bnilding, aeross the street to a restaurant, 
where he got away from me, cleared out the 
house of all its oeeupants, and was recap- 
tured by myself and Charles Hazleton, a 
well-known New York journatist at present 
connected with the Jilustrated News. 
The leopard was my pet. I didn’t want 
him to burn, and L knew if I turned him 
loose he’ killa dozen people. I also knew 
thatit would be foolhardy to attempt te lead 
him with a chain in his frightened eondi- 
fion, so I determined to carry him. Iwent 
into fis cage, picked him up bodily, and 
started out with him. ‘The poor beast was 
so frightened that he elung to me like a 
baby, only he was so strong that he almost 
hugged the breath out of me. T spoke to 
him every step and caressed him with my 
face, rubbing it against his, until J had 
reached a poiné in the middle of the strest 
opposite the burning huilding, There 
Charles Hazleton met me. He is as brave 
amenas TF ever knew, and volunteered at 
once to carry the hindquarters of Mr. Leop- 
ard if I would attend to his head, But 
Charhe was su excited that he had little if 
any sense left, so, instead of getting a good 
grip on his one hundred and fifty pound 
end of the job, he took lim by the tail with 
one haud. Of course there was trouble. 
The leopard was badky seared and fonght 
hard to get away, He bit me» dozen times 
and caught Charlie once or twiee pretty 
hard, but he held on. He had more nerve 
than all the reporters T ever saw put to- 
gether. Finally we got him fast again and 
starteton. We entered the restantrant oor, 
and there Charlie’s carelessness caused him 
to fall over something. Down he went, 
pulling the leopard on top of him, and I fol- 
lowed suit. The people in the restaurant 
had other engagements just about then, 
and the leopard had it all luis own way. 
He upset all the tables, chairs aud class- 
ware in sight and was as crazy as a loon. 
He came around toward me and I landed 
a blow on his nose with the leg of » table 
that floored him. Then Charlie and I 
eaught him in our arms and carried him 
down cellar where we put him inte a dry 
goods hox that had served as a coal hin, 
and we had him frst. That wasu’t any- 
thing to speak of, but it was rather a lively 
adventure.” 

“How did T lose half of my right hand? 
Oh, that was eaten by a hyeus, in the Zoou- 
logical Gardeus at St. Louisin 1877. I was 
overseer of the gerdena at the time, and it 
was in saving the life of « hyena that I lost 
that hand, The superintendent, Mr. Kalb, 
purchased a striped hyena, full grown and 
a6 vicious as Old Niek himselt, and directed 
me to put him in the same cage with four 
spotted hyenas. I called his attention tu 
the difference in species and told him that 
the spotted devils would make a meal off 
their striped brother, 'The order was per- 
enptory, however, and in he went. Oh! 
talk about fights! It was touch and go 


with them. The whole lot of them ponneed 


upon the new-comer and proceeded to eat 
him without the formality of kiling him. 
Then Mr. Kalb kindly snerested that T 
had hetter go m and get the new brute ont. 
See this hanl? Well, I went in and came 
out with whats leit of it. I fonght the 
brutes apart with a pitchfork and got the 
new hyena into a separate part of the cage, 
and he expressed his gratitude by snapping 
off my hand and swaliewing it hofore my 
very eyes, Ueh! Hyenas are the meanest 
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vearmints on earth. F’d like to take this 
club and go into that cage over there and 
beat the life out of every one of the snazl- 
ing brntes.”’ 

“ Here’s a little hole in the side of my 
face,” he continued, lis meimory evidently 
refreshed by what he had already said. ‘I 
got that in a way that I wouldn't like re- 
peated, It used to be the correct thing, m 
fhe days when the lon tumers performed 


their pets in fhe cirens, for the triiner to | 


close his act by putting lis herd in the 
mouth of the biggest loon im the den. I 
got that scar in Streator, TIL, when I was 
with the Van Amberg show in 1870. Thad 
all but finished my act und had my head in 
big Nero’s mouth, when some one hit him 
with a paper wail in the eye. Qnick asa 
flash his jaws closed and I was bitten clenr 
throuch the fuee. Ee dropped ine instant- 
ly and was evideutly sorry tor what he had 
done, for I never would believe thiat le did 
it intentionally. J was laid up three months 
with that wound. I had that most terrible 
of all diseases—lockjaw, and was twiee given 
up for dead but here Tam to-day, to tell 
you the story. Another very close call for 
me came ata little town in Illinois shortly 
after that, with the Howe, Nixon and Cus- 
telio show, [had a very treacherous puma 
inaden of performing animals, nnd Juul a 
good deal of trouble with him, One day 
when I was leaving the cage he sprang up- 
on me from behind and made his teeth 
nieet in my neck. 
with clubs and pitehforks, and carried me 
ont for dead. Myr. Costello had me taken 


toe drng store, and went off to arrange | 


with an undertaker for my fineral, He 
took my measure for a eaffin before he 
went, but I haven't used it yet. While he 
was away I opened my eyes and asked fara 
drink. Four weeks later I was at work again. 

Secrets? No, Dliave no secrets in the 
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thing by which lions, tigers, leopards or 
animals of their ilk ean be made to chev 
map. Teach them to fear you aml they 
will mind you. Has the hnman cye any 
power over them? Not much. That's a 
Mother Goose fable, Look » lion straight 
in the eye and if yon keep it up half a min- 
ote the chances are he will bite that power- 
ful eye rieht out of your head, and take what 
ever else he could ‘while doing it. ‘That's 
all nonsense. A club, a rawhide whip as 
thick as your wrist, and plenty of pluck is 
the stock in trade of a professional licn 
tamer.” 

TI eould have listened to him all night. 
Never before had I heard siteh an interest- 
ing story of events in the life of one man. 
In the foregoing narrative T lave given 
only a iew of the many adventures that 
have fallen to the lot of this strange elinr- 
acter. A narration of them all would fill a 
volume, His stories of life in the ariny 
during the War of the Rebellion are full of 
adventure and thrilling situations. He 
fought in twelve batties, was three tines a 
prisoner in rebel prisons, was an inmate of 
the terrible Libby, at Richmond, from 
which he eseaped, He rnuderwent hun- 
dreds of thrilling adventures as a scout. 
Truly his is 2 wonderfnl history and is per- 
haps withont a parallel in the annals of the 
world,—Cosmopotiten for September.

Stamping paper may be made at home 
hy greasing a piece of tough paper, then 
sprinkle it with the powdered blieing.

Lay 
this paper, with the blue side down, on any 
article to be stamped. lay the pattern yo 
wish fo trace over this, aud with a sharp 
peneil or knitting neertle follow the lines of 
the pattern, using some pressure. When 
you remove the paper you will find the 
pattern nicely marked on your goods,

Seal an envelope and cut off the carners, 
having them abont three inches on the 
straight edges; naw ent two half squares of 
silk which must measure about four inches 
on the straight sides, paint some pretty lit-

Snakes in the Quaker City. 


The new reptile-house im the Zoo was 
opened October 14, and hundreds of visitors 
admired the heauty of the new home of the 
serpents. If is tar prettier than the ser- 
pent house in the London Zoo though cost- 
ing much less money. ‘The building is 
built of brick and glass. There is » main 
pnilding thirty-six feet square, and on the 
enst and west sides are two uew wings uf 
oval shape and twenty-eight feet long and 
thirty-two feet wide, making the building 
ninety-two feet long. 

The glass rvof of the wings bulge out 
from the main building with symmetrical 
beauty, making the house like a grand eon- 
seryatory. The main building, which was 
originally the aviary, is filled with buff- 
tinted tiles with terra cotta edging. The 
wall of the new wings are lined with enam- 
elled brieks, and a wainseotting of enam- 
elled bricky runs eround the walls of the 
main building, while above it the walls are 
plastered and tinted a delicate ¢rear wiite. 

Stained glass fills the double door and 
windows on the front of the main building, 
wd with the creeping vines that shade the 
front make a picturesque effect. A foun- 
iain shoots up its silvery spray above the 
neat tank of the crocodiles in An centre of 
the main_ building, and between hanging 
plunts and baskets of flowers sweet-voiced 
birds mingle their melody from glittering 
cages. 

The two back corners of the main build- 
ing ave banked up with choice plants, and 
there will be flowers blooming in the ser- 
pents’ home all winter. The east wing is 
lined with cherry wood frames and plate- 
glass casea seven feet high and nine feet 
wide, which are the howes of the tree-climb- 
ing suakea. These snakes live on natural 
ground, and real trees and plants grow in 
the big cases. Every ease is reached by 
the sun, The heating pipes are so arranged 
that in blizzard weather the snakes can be 
right over the pipes, but no mattcr how 
high the teinperature of the cages the tem- 
perature of the bnilding will never be dis- 
agreeable to visitors. 

The west wing has « curving row of plate- 
glass cases for the sunkes that don’t climb, 
They are the homes of the venomous and 
erouud suakes. All their snrroundings are 
natural, aud snakes eau be seen in the new 
reptile-house as one sees them in nature, 
The cases in the west wing wre not us large 
as in the cast wing, but around the walls of 
the main Iuilding are large cases for sala- 
wmauders, hell-benders, and other water 
reptiles of their ¢lass, aud gigantic man- 
exting crocodiles and tiny turtles sleeps to- 
gether in the waters of the big tank in the 
eentre of the building. 

The collection of reptiles in the Zoo is 
the best in this conntry, and Superintend- 
ent Brown hopes to make it the best in the 
workl The east wing is filled with a typ- 
ical collection of bea constrictors. The 
great Endian python lives next door to the 
royal pythou from West Afviea, while the 
South American constrictor hisses throngh 
the plate glass at the beautiful snacondy 
from Brazil and the Cuban tree boa, and 
the Australian boa, or carpet snake, curl 
themselves in adjoining cases, 

The collection of lizards and common 
spakes is a great One, and the new west 
wing hus many attractions to draw the visi- 
tors. 

The gigantic salamanders from Japan 


were watched by the crowds yesterday, 
while everybody stopped to look at the 
‘Gila monster.” He was formerly an 


Arizona terror, and is the only venomous | 


Hzard known. It is the same ‘‘ Gila mon- 
ster’ who killed a man in Tombstone six 
weeks ago. He is slow and singgish in his 
movement, bnt is a regular terror when 
aroused. Near him is the beantifn! starred 
tortoise from Madagaseur. He is biack, 
with yellow marks that radiate like » star. 

This is the first attempt to keep suakes 
with all the surroundings of nature, and 
Superintendent Brown is determined to 
make it a striking feature of the Zoo. The | 
work on the building was begun last June, 
and was only completed on October 18. The 
artistic home of the reptiles was designed 
by Superintendent Brown, whe gave two 
years’ study to the subject in order to make 
it the finest reptile honse in the world.— 
Philadelphia Times.

the bunk swallows have drilled their re- 
These are either flymg in and out 
ov feeding their young, which are perched 
ou tails running downto the stream. Ever 
and anon there runs ont from the bank a 
graceful little ereature with « long mobile 
taper snout. It rummages among the dead 
leaves aud pebbles at the bottom of the 
stream, und then returns to the side with 
some insect to eat at leisure. 


Hints for the Conchologists. 


Many species of marine and fresh-water 
shells are composed of mother-of-pearl, 
senerally covered with a thick epidermis. 
When it is wished to show the external 
structure of the shells, the epidermis must 
he removed, and the outer testaceous coat- 
ing polished dewn, till the perrlaceous 
strneture heeomes visible. It las been a 
eommou practice fo remove the thick epi- 
dermis by means of strong aeids, but this 
metbed is tedious, and is very liable to in- 
jure the shell, The best method is to put 
them into a pan of cold water, with a quan- 
tity of quicklime, and boil it from two to 
three hours, according to the thickness of 
the epidermis, The shells mnst be allowed 
ta eaol eraduanlte. then apply any strong 
wchi aid te epluernuis wal pee: ot, Lie 
shell should then be polished with rotten 
stone and oi, and lastly polished with » 
piece of chamois skin. 

Before putting fresh-water shells inte 
the cabinet, they should be rubbed with a 
hitle sweet oil, which give the epidermis a 
fiver appearance, and prevents it from 
eracking, 

Tn ** dew” shells, which present a chal- 
ky appearance, should be soaked in aweet 
olland then rubbed dry, when the natural 
eoloys will azain appear. 

To extract the animal from live shells; 
place them in aw pan and pour hot water 
over them. Care shenld be taken to see 
that the water is not to hot. 

The hest way tuo prepare small shells tor 
the eabinet is ta monnt them on cards, the 
latter should he of one size. 

Delicate shells may be strengthened by 
applying a elue made of four parts of grim 
arabie snd two parts of white sugar candy, 
to the nader purts of the shell.

How to Make a Dart. 


The old-fashioned shingle dart is very 
easily made and will afford much amnae- 
ment to boys fond of outdeor sports. With 
the help of the illus- 
tration no diffenlty 
will be experienced in 
muiking one. Firat 
get a piece of shingle, 
say two inches wide, 
and eut out each side, 
leaving the thin end 
(A) the inll width of 
the piece, cutting a 
noteh or other orna- 
ment in it, and point- 
ing the thick end (B). 
¥ou next balance it on 
the edge of your Enife 
and ent a noteh at the 
point where it Dbal- 
anees [C). You next 
make (Dj a stick with 
a string to it and a 
knot in the end (D}, 
very much like asmall whip. Putting the 
knot in the noteh of the dart you take the 
sender (D) in your right hand, the head of 
the dart (A) lichtly in your left; you then 
fling the sender forward with a quick move- 
ment of the right hand, letting go of the 
dart ut the same moment with the leit. It 
is a handy and harmless tox, and yet with a 
little practice you can fire it very struight.

A Cheap Binding. 


Directions for a cheap binding for papers 
or magazines is thas given: Pack the papers 
smoothly, hold firmly, and drive a thin 
chisel through the pile, about half an inch 
from the back. Push a stroug tape through 
and leave ont about two inches; put three 
ov fonr tapes through at eveu intervals. 
Cut eommon thick paper boards large 
enough to projectga litle everywhere, ex- 
cept that one elge must come irout of the 
tupes. Draw the tapes tightly and glue 
dow to the boards outside. Skive a piece 
ef leather—ecommen sheepskin will answer 
—wide enough to cover the buck and come 
on the boards an inch or two, and long 
enough to project a couple of iuehes at the 
end, Paste the leather well; putiton the 
hack; fold the ends in, so as to come over 
the boards on each side; and, lastly, paste 
the blank leaf down to the ‘cover inside, 
wud yon have a presentable book, and yery 
dorable. Trimming the edges can be easi- 
ly done by clamping between boards and 
cutting the edges with a thin, shary knife 
by « straight cdge. Of courae, this is done 
hefore the boards are put on, after the tapes 
arein. This makes a flut-edge book, but 
for 1 thin book answers very well.

Keep a Scrap Book,

Yon would hardly think that the 
earlier would be of much use to him. But 
they are. He often amuses himeclf as he 
revs them; for he sees how little he knew 
when he wae little; but also finds a little 
that he still thinks valuable. Besides, his 
children are mueli interested to see what 
their father has collected and pasted in 
books, The older he grows the more use- 
ful the Yooks become. He can go to his 
books, aud ina few minutes get informa- 
tion about everything that las huppened in 
his whole hfe—tell you all about the Civil 
War, the Italian War, the overthrow of 
Louis Napoleon, and many other things, 
just as they were published m the papers at 
the time the events happened. 

‘Tf you have no serap-book, get one and 
put in it whatever pleases you. If you have 


‘one, and have not used ii, take it up again. 


Tassnre you that you will be very glad of 
it afterward. 

‘You ean buy one very cheap or if you 
have uo mouey to buy one, or do not live 
where they are sold, one can be made by 
taking any old, useless book, and entting 
out twu leaves ont of three close down to 
the back; but not close enough to cause the 
back to come to pieces, Then on the re- 
Inaining leaves you can paste, using both 
sides, ‘This mall make three thicknesses, 
and the book will elose as before, 

“Tt is @ good idea to keep a serap-book 
handy. When you cut something lay it in 
till there is a convenient time to paste them 
all in. But the best way is to paste them 
in at the time,”

Where Poe Wrote ‘The Raven.” 


Edgar A. Poe once lived in a small honse 
at New York, situnted in Eighty-fourth 
street, near the present Boulevard. The 
honse remained standing alone for a long 
time, but quite recently it was torn down 
to make rooin for other buildings. AL 
though Poe unly bearded in this jlouse 2 
part of two seasons, there was especial in- 
terest belongmy to it, for the reason that it 
was there he wrote “he Raven.” This 
fact was known by hearsay to many of his 
admirers, but when it was disputed by one 
of the Sunday papers, they ford it difti- 
eult to establish the fact. Gne of them, 
however, hunted up a Mrs, O’Beirne, a sis- 
ter of Commissiouer Thomas Brennan, 


Her family lived in that cottage, and ac- 
cepted Poe und his wife as boanlers in the 
summers of 1843 and 18H. She was then a 
child, Imt she Hstinetly remembers them 
both, as Mrs. Pes was tone of be: and often 
had the ehild in her resu, Her mother 
often told her how Poe read the ysem ta 
the family, in manuscript, and how she al- 
wows kort the room tast as it was at that 


fremyverinctelretmr a 
lett the house. Speaking of the room, Mrs. 
O’Beirne save: “I remember very well the 


old plaster Lust just alsove the doey wher 
there was a little shelf upou which it stood. 
that pallid Inixt cf Pallas, just abure my 
chamber door.” ** Several persons ename to 
interview mother,” she says, “about ‘ The 
Raven,’ und in that way [have associated 
the poem with that reom, and continned it 
in my memory.” The poem was first pnb- 
lished in Cofton’s Whig Hevierw toy Febru- 
ary, 1845, and was probably elaborated the 
stuumer before, which was the second 
season that Poe spent at the Brennan eot- 
tage. As we have said, his admirers be- 
heved that the poem was written there, and 
when the house was taken to picees Minny 
relies were purehased by them, suel as the 
‘chamber door,” the mantel-piece of Poe's 
raven, pieces of moldings, and the window 
casements within which “there stepped a 
stately raven of the saintly lays of yore.” 
The mantel went te adorn the Hreplace of a 
handsome library in Brooklyn, as it was 
quaint and old-fashioned, with carved fait 
and vines and leaves,

Lovers of Dickens will be glad to know 
how one of his most intense admirers, Ed- 
win Perey Whipple, charactorized the lead- 
ing works of the ‘ prince of fiction ”: 

“Phe Piekwick Papers’ are the most! 
anitnated and joyous, fnspired, as they are 
by the very genius of fun; * David Copper- 
field” is the most delightful, yarious and 
satistying of stories; ‘Dombey and Son’ is 
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“Sing a Soug of Sixpence.” 


You all know this rhyme; but have you 
ever read what it ia meant for? 

The fonr-aud-twenty blackbirds represent 
the twenty-four hours. The bottom of the 
ple is the world, while the top crust is the 
aky that overhangs it. The opening of the 
pie is the day dawn, when the birda begin 
to sing, and surely such a sight is fit for a 
king. 

The king, who ia represented as sitting in 
his parlor conuting out his money, is the 
ann, while the gold-pieces that slip through 
his fingers as he counts them are the golden 
sunshine, ;

Yet 1 is 
useless for the members to send in sheets 
containing stamps valued at from one to 
three cents, as such stamps are very com- 
mon, mud the sheets will in all probability 
come back without enough being removed 
to pay for the trouble. If yon have any 
food stumps, send them in, but don’t over- 
oad the siperintendent with « lot of sheets 
which he knows is buts waste of time and 
trouble to put en a cireuit. 


There are many United States stamps 
which the young collector, and oftentimes 
some of the older ones, are at a loss to dis- 
tinsuish. The catulogues give but a slight 
deseription, and the law prohibiting the 
use of electrotypes of these stamps puts the 
eollector to the necessity of waiting until 
he gets the proper specimens before uncder- 
standing their peculiarities. Of the stamps 
in question Imight mention the 1857, 5 cent, 
with and without ornaments ; 1851, 3 cent, 
with extra Hnes on right and left ; 1857, 1 
cent, outer lines to lubels ; 1860, 14 vent, 
with and withowt diamond. In this and 
future numbers ents of these stamps will he 
given, su that the reader may understand 
their different features.

1869 U. S. stamp. Que usnally termed 
‘with diamond? and the other ‘ withont 
diamond.” Scotts’ catalogue designates the 
diamond variety us heaving the ‘' pieture 
framed,” 
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The ‘frame’ consists of twa fine lines 
bordering the blue picture, theac lines st 
the top nniting im ome heavy line, in the 
eentre of which is the diamond as shown in 
the illustration. These lines are brown, 
ghe color of the main design. In the other 
variety the space oceupied by the diamond 
isblunk, the fine brown lines encireling 


the picture also being omitted. The dia- 
mond in the illustration is about double 
the size of the one on the stump, it being 
so small that in «a heavily cancelled speci- 
men itis almost impossible to distinguish 
it. 


Stamp Exhibits. 


‘Phe National Philatelical Society of New 
York, at a recent meeting, appointed a com- 
mittee to devise plans for holding a stamp 
exhibit in N. ¥. City some time in the near 
future. The committee has decided to 
hold the exhibit at the Even Munsee in 
Twenty-third street.

Louis fair, and these, up to the time of the 
Boston Convention, were the ouly exhibits 
of stamps held in this conntry during late 
years. 

The exhibit at Boston was the first one 
hehl here on anything like a large seale, 
al although first attempts are usually con- 
sidered as experiments, all who had the 
pleasure of attending will vonch for it usa 
success. Itereated great interest both trom 
the press and public, aud that mueh good 
will result from it ne ome will doubt.

exhibit it. Aside trom thus it would serve

the Jurisdiction of Seguinere Aasconomet. 
Six years before the settlement of Ply- 
mouth, anid, according to the history of 
Ipswich, Fdward Hardy and Nicholas Hob- 
son, who came from Kngland on a voyage 
of diseovery in 1011, were entertatied there 
severtil days. The fonudations of the wig- 
wams can still be traced in cireular ridges 
that lave grown over the stones, and all 
sorts of weapons aud utensils of stone ure 
still found, as spears, tomulawks, mortars 
and pestles, gauges, sinkers, ete. 


Musies Diet Cunav,—Dr. J. A. Grant, 
of Gairo, Egypt, has spent twenty-five 
years in the land of the Pharaohs, aud 
speaks all the languages of that polyglot 
conntry. In order to instruct the nutive 
duetors, he started an Arabie medical paper 
two years avo, which has met with snecess, 
For years he has devoted his time to the 
stuly of areleeclogy, and has amasaci 
enough Eeyptiau gods to nearly fll the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. The mum- 
mies of Egypt, he said, were dirt cheap, 
owing to reeeut diseoveries, They solid 
from $10 to $90 each, the price depending 
chiefly on their state of preservation. He 
brought over with him # mummified hawk, 
which is 4 great curiosity, and hag pre- 
sented it fo Smithsonian lustitution. ‘The 
cheap munimies are bought principally for 
musetma, 


An Ancient Coin, 


The Coneord (N. H.} Patriot says that 
Myr. &. P. Gerould, of that ety, hus a small 
silver coin, wubout the weight of what used 
to be known years ago, in ‘fold angur 
times,” as a dime, but which had nunus- 
matic existunce as lime ago as the days of 
Alexander the Great. Jt 1s called a tetra- 
drachm. It bears on the obverse the head 
of Alexander, in finely eut profile, with a 
Hon-skin head dress, and, according to 
some opinions, designed ta represent lim 
as Herenles. On the reverse is a sitting 
fignre of Jupiter bearing an eagle in hits 
right hand, his left holding a seeptre in a 
perpendicular position, ancl on the com, in 
line with the sceptre, is the inseription 
“ Alexandrov.” ‘The death of Alexantler 
the Great took place 323 years before 
Christ, consequently the coin, which is in 
fine preservation, must be at least twenty- 
two hundred years old. 


How Dimes are Made and Counted, 


The United States Mint in San Francisco 
is said to be the largest institution of the 
kind in the world. Just at the present time 
there is a lively demand for silver dimes, 
antl two of the money presses have been for 
some time running exelusively on this coin. | 


The demand is su great that these presses 
are not stopped even on Sunday. The pro- 
cess of dime making is un interesting one. 
The silver bullion is first melted and run 
into two-ponnd bars. These im turn are 
run through immense rollers and flattened 
ont to the thickness of the com. ‘These 
silver atrips are then passed through a 
machine which euts them intu proper size | 
for the presses, the strips first having been 
treated with a kind of tallow te prevent 
their being seratched in their passage 
throngh the entters.

Sulpluw occurs im exceedingly brilliant, 
thongh smull, erystals lininy many of the 
stewm vents in Yellowstone Park. It is 
ecnerally on, or associated with, a mealy- 
white uative alum, and while some of the 
holes are ornamented most gorgeously with 
the bright yellow erystals, it is next to im- 
possible fo secure specimens, as their 
eanene generally ernmbles as soon ag it is 
touched. An odd, fibrous kind of sulphnr 
is also fornd. 

Geyserite is a variety of opal formed in 
large quautities by decomposition from the 
Geyser waters in Ieeland, New Zealand, 


und the Yellowstone National Park, The 
mincral varies greatly in composition, 


though it is regarded as a variety of silica. 
Woter is almost invariably present, its per- 
centage averaging 6, though at times rnn- 
ning as high as 10.40. Iron and the alkaline 
oxides, alunina, lime, and soda, are gene- 
rally present in small quantities. In Dr. 
Enhiel’s report ou the composition of the 
reysorites of the Yellowstone a large num- 
her of analyses are ae from as many 
lifferent geysers, and no two are alike. 
Often geysers only a few feet apart produce 
yery different qnalities of geyserite. The 
mineral varies Im color frem a white to a 
dull gray, and occasionally it is trans- 
parent, When wet itis quite hard, but on 
drying some varieties fall te powder. The 
seyscr formations are celebrated for their 
peeulias beauty, aud though asa rule the 
smill specimens usnally seen in mineralogi- 
cal cabinets convey but au imperfect iden 

* te ceyecy formations. neeusionally extra 
Hine specimens may) be obteinedens 7 
the oil strueture. Gerserite has recently 
leen found in extensive deposits in northeru 
Kaunses and along the Republican River in 
Nebraska, in # formation now proved ta be 
‘ne to the former existence of geysers, It 
here oceurs, however, onky as a mealy mass, 
showing none of tle beauties of the Yellow- 
stunhé specimens. 


Washington Bowlder, situated a nrile or 
more from the yillage of Conway, N. H., 
has always been ealled the largest in the 
world, Its dimensions are, rourhly, 65 by 
43 hy 38 feet, estimated to contain 107,680 
eubie feet, The rock is practically alto- 
ether above the surface of the gronnd, 
rests upon an aente angle or point of its 
contour, making if look as if it conid easily 
he pushed over, and is snrrounded by large 
anid small blocks of stone which have ap- 
parently fallen from its sides through the 
action of frost and other natural agencies, 
Within a few years a still larger bowlder 
has been discovered about four miles in 
another cireetion. called Clark’s Bowlder,” 
from the name of the man who firat brought 
it to notice. This bowlder is abont the 
sume in height as the ofher, but much 
larger in other dimensions, making it np- 
wards of 300 feet in circumference. One 
side of Clark’s Bowlder is nearly perpen- 
dienlar, and almost as flat and regular as 
the sie of a honse. This side is about 38 
feet in height and 75 feetin length. This 
rock is shown to be a “traveller * from the 
fact that it does not resemble in strueture 
the surrounding ledges, and from the per- 
feet polish it has reecived on many of its 
surfaces irom attrition of other rocks as it 
was pushed along trom its orizinal matrix 
to its present resting-place. The human 
nund becomes bewildered in its attempt to 
grasp the idea of the vast force required to 
wrench this immense rock from its hed and 
transport it many miles over hill and valley.
